1 rinity  it  cannot  be  of  whom  the 
Apostle  speaks.  Tho  only  remain- 
ing interpretation,  then,  is  that 
which  restricts  ifs  meaning  to  the 
spiritual  and  immortal  part  of  the 
believer — tho  regenerated  spirit  of 
man,  and  not  tho  regenerating  Spir- 
it of  God.

Miss  McMinn  has  for  the  past 
ten  years  been  a missionary  in  the 
Kwang  Si  district  of  Southern 
China.  Within  that  time,  four  sta- 
tions have  been  established,  and 
over  200  converts  made.  Much  of 
the  work  is  done  on  the  river  boats, 
the  people  of  this  class  being  much 
easier  to  reach  and  mor^  suscepti- 
ble to  the  trackings  of  the  gospel 
than  the  other  patives. 

At  the  close  of  Miss  McMinn’s 
address,  the  Rbv.  James  Wilbur, 
Baltimore,  presented  the  claims  of 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  B G.  Maynard,  mis- 
sionaries to  Japan.  Mr.  Wilbur 
was  associated  with  tbe  Rev.  'Al- 
len Tupper  ia  the  publication  of 
“Around  the  World  with  Eyes 
Wide  Open,”  id  whioh  is  chroni- 
cled the  experiences  of  Mr.  Wil 
bur  and  Mr.  Tupper  in  their 
world’s  tonr.  It  was  on  this  tour 
thjat  Mr.  Wilbur  met  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Maynard,  and  so  much  impressed 
was  be  with  their  zeal  and  earn- 
estness that  he  has  undertaken  to 
raise  money  tufiScieat  to  build 
them  a homo. 

Mr*.  Wilbur's  desire  is  to  raise 
$2,500,  and  $300  of  this  amount 
was  collected  yesterday  afternoon.

Good  seed  has  been  sown  in  va- 
rious places  amoijg  Germans,  Mex- 
icans, French,  Chinese  and  Italians. 
Faithfully  have  many  continued 
their  labors,  with  quiet  confidence 
in  God’s  powor  to  bring  forth  fruit. 
It  was  found  impossible  to  keep  np 
work  among  the  Qermans  in  Wash- 
ington, but  the  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary visited  thajt  city  and  laid  the 
interest  of  the  lq,000  Gormans  on 
the  hearts  of  tho  Women.  Mis*  M. 
Bublmaier,  missionary  of  the  Home 
Board  in  Baltimore,  was  quito  sick 
during  the  past  winter.  Earnest 
workers  from  English-speaking 
churches  partly  believed  her  mind 
of  anxiety  by  assuming  responsi- 
bility for  the  Gjerman  Industrial 
Schools. 

Tho  appropriateness  of  begin- 
ning tho  new  ye^r  with  a week  of 
prayer  was  appreciated.  For  the 
helpfulness  of  sqcietios,  a program 
adapted  to  evorjj  day  of  the  wock; 
was  prepared  and  distributed  with 
the  Christmas  literature.
